Vaccine Administration Fee

Effective January 1, 2020, providers who choose to bill for the vaccine administration

Providers should not charge a vaccine
administration fee to non-Medicaid
VFC-eligible children that exceeds the
administration fee cap of $19.58 per
vaccine dose.

Non-Medicaid VFC-eligible
children may not be sent to
collections for unpaid
administration fees, and the
provider may not refuse to
vaccinate an eligible child whose
parents have unpaid vaccine
administration fees;

bill to the patient within 90 days of vaccine administration.

The National Childhood
Vaccine Injury Act

 The NCVIA requires healthcare providers who administer
vaccines to provide a vaccine information statement (VIS)
to the person getting the vaccine or his or her guardian. A
VIS must be provided to view with every vaccination,
including each dose in a multi-dose series. Each VIS
contains a brief description of the disease as well as the
risks and benefits of the vaccine. CDC develops VISs and
distributes them to state and local health departments as
well as individual providers.

 The NCVIA also requires healthcare providers to report
certain adverse events (health effects occurring after
immunization that may or may not be related to the
vaccine) following vaccination to the Vaccine Adverse
Event Reporting System (VAERS).
